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DUBLIN'S HOUSING 
SCHEME, 


1,000 DWELLINGS IN A 
YEAR, ' 


HALF A MILLION 
REQUIRED. 


The extensive housing scheme already 
approved by the Dublin City Commis- 
sioners, involving a capital expenditure of 
£500,000, was detailed by Dr. Dwyer at a 
special meeting at the City Hall, Dublin, 
last Saturday. 


DR. OWYER’S REPORT. 
Dr. Dwyer submitted the following 
report 
in connection with the preparation of 
estimates I require your approval in Council to 
the provision of funds for an extensive housi 
programme, already discussed by us an 
agreed upon. Under the Housing Facilities 
Act. i grants for buildi corre us. 
limited to private persons, - 
tion provided a hg of £10,000 last year to 
supplement the Government grant. The 
number of persons availing themselves of the 
3 of the Act have exceeded the 
Municipal Council’s re and our 
commitments amount to £16,680, representing 
187 houses. e 
“Before the ist April, 1925, there shall 
have been ted— 
In Fairbrothers’ Fields area... 134 houses 
In Boyne street area 48 
In Marino area 
In Donnelly’s Orchard area... 84 „, 
In Keogh Barracks area 226 * 
“ All the foregoing (with the exception of 
Keogh Barracks) v :re undertaken previous to 
the ist April, 1924, and practically two-thirds 
of the cost was provided by the ernment. 
Keogh Barracks was leased to us by the 
Government on very favourable terms, and 
reconstruction is proceeding under the Board 
of Works. In addition to the dwellings, a 
charch, schools, recreation hall, playing fields, 
and possibly a library and dispensary will be 
available on this scheme. 


23,000 APPLICATIONS. 

Large as this provision of dwellings would 
appear to be, so far is it from coping with the 
housing problem in Dublin that it does not 
even nearly equal the number of new applica- 
tions received during the year. We have now 
23,000 applications, and th ing conditions 
of the majority of these @pplicante you ap- 
preciate. 

“Under the recent Housing Facilities 
Amending Act, 1924, grants are now made to 
local authorities (in addition to private 
poe Mad Á oi — — — the provision 
ol wor wollings; and we propose in 
the curfent year to — for contracts for 
the completion in one year of not less than 
one thousand houses. h many experts 
are of opinion that such an output of housing 
in Dublin is not possible, we intend putting 
the matter to the test. No effort will be 
spared or no device untried to bring these 
proposals to fruition, as we are satisfied that 
the housing problem must be faced at once. 


SAVING PROFESSIONAL FEES. 

It will be necessary to raise capital to the 
extent of over half a million pounds to provide 
the houses. They shall be let or sold under a 
house purchase system at such a price as will 
not leave them a charge on the ratepayers or 
unduly dear to the occupier. We anticipate 
that the Government will provide the necessary 


grants. 

“ After prolonged examination of types of 
houses, we are satisfied that the City 
Architeet's plan and specification are the most 
economical, His staff has been augmented in 
order to with the work, and a saving of 
about £10,000 will be made in professional! fees.

Mr. Herbert G. Simms, A. R. I. B. A., was 
appointed temporary architect on the City 
Architect’s staff at a salary of eight guineas a 
week for a period of six months, 

Among tenders accepted were those of 
Messrs. C. Jones and Sons—£1,226 and £165— 
for the painting of dwellings in Inchicore and 
Cook street areas; and of the Pionter Road 
Construction Company—£1,460—for the laying 

& new concrete roadway at Barrow street, 
between Ringsend road and Gordon street. 

The Commissioners adopted a report by the 
superintendent of cleansing, which stated that 
the partial scheme of reorganisation was now 
in operation and was yielding very d 
results.

Sin, —I was glad to see by 2 issue of 
this date that you intend to deal with the 
prevention of the trapping of foxes in Ireland.

loss. It would seem a natural consequence of 


the destruction that the Government—for the 
preservation of sport in Ireland—should ob- 
tain an Act making it illegal not only to trap 
a fox in Ireland, Sut to have in possession 
the skin or pelt of a fox, other than the skin 
of a Siberian fox or other such animal im- 
ported into the British Empire. In the ab.

The Free State Elections. 
There is no country in the world, except 
the Irish Free State, where public ignor- 
ance or thoughtlessness compels political 
leaders to spend time in the flogging 
of long-dead horses. Yesterday busy 
Ministers were summoned to the aid of 


| the Government Party's candidates in the 


most preposterous and most unnecessary 
election. campaign of modern times. 
Mr. de Valera asks votes for a policy 
of chaos. The so-called “ National 
Group resigned from the Dail for no 
adequate reason and has no policy at all. 
Yet the Government, which has a sub- 
stantial record of good work to its credit 
and is, in any case, the only possible 
Government, cannot afford to take these 
challenges lightly and, indeed, may lose 
some seats as a result of the elections. The 


chief cause of this strange situation is the 


*

apathy of public opinion, and, while there 
aré some explanations oí this apathy, in- 
cluding high taxation and depréssion of 
trade, there can be no excuse for it. The 
Free State Government might have done 
better, but, in all the circumstances, it has 
done well. Against Mr. de Valera’s policy 
of chaos it can set an established State, 
the restoration of order, financial condi- 
tions that are tending surely, if slowly, 
towards stability, an honest and not 
wholly unaccomplished programme of 
industrial development and social reform. 
It is a public scandal that President Cos- 
grave, Mr. O’Higgins and other Ministers 
should be -compelled, at this stage, 
to rehearse the arguments for progress as 
against anarchy. The necessity is an 
appalling indictment of our system of 
national education. 

It was said once of a great Irish judge, 
by dissenting colleague on the bench, 
that he had one foot in the nineteenth 
century and the other on the banks of the 
Boyne. The description was not only 
unjust, but puzzling: it seemed to confuse 
the properties of space and time. We are 
reminded of it by Mr. Mulcahy’s curious 
assault upon this newspaper in his speech 
yesterday at Mr. Cosgrave’s meeting. 
Having laid to our account some things 
which we have written, and others that we 
never wrote, he described us as the advo- 
cates of an “ occult policy.” We are sure 
that Mr. Mulcahy does not talk through 
his hat,’’ in the vulgar phrase; but we 
suspect that on this occasion he was talk- 
ing through his dreams of Brian Boru 
and Sitric the Dane. Our attitude to 
national politics may be wise or foolish, 
bat certainly it is not occult. We have 
accepted the Anglo-Irish Treaty. We are 
anxious that the Free State shall get the 


ties with the sister island whose markets 
absorb ninety-five per cent. of our exports. 
Speaking for the ex-Unionist citizens of 
the Free State, we have said that their 
fortunes are bound in this country’s 
fortunes, that they are resolved to put all 
their resources, energy and experience into

France’s Financial Problem. 
The efforts which are being made by the 
business community in France to reach 


some kind of economic modus vivendi with | 


the Germans indicate that the French 
people at last are beginning to recognise 
the weakness of their material position. 
Negotiations have been in progress for 
some time, and there seemed to be every 
prospect of a successful issue when the 
German Government began to see that 
France was trying to force the pace in order 
to secure finally the alliance between Ruhr 


the | coke and Lorraine iron on which the pros- 


perity of France’s heavy industry depends. 
At that moment Berlin stiffened its terms 
and the negotiations, while they did not 
actually collapse, reached a position of 
stalemate, where, apparently, they remain 
at present. The Germans are auctioning 
their fiscal favours to the highest bidder, 
and, if France is not willing to pay their 
price—namely, to abolish the twenty-six 
per cent, reparations tax on German 
imports and to hasten the evacuation of 
the occupied areas—a tariff war will begin 
to the great disadvantage of French in- 
dustry. France has mismanaged herself 
into an extrémely awkward position. 
Despite her own experience after the war 
of 1870, she has refused steadfastly since 
the Armistice to face plain facts, She 
imposed a” huge indemnity on Germany. 
Nobody denies her right to take this step, 
and, if her statesmen had acted wisely, 
all might have been well; but they took 
the opposite course. They insisted, on the 
one hand, that Germany must pay her 
indemnity, and refused, on the other, to 
allow German imports to enter France 
without a heavy tax. The natural result 
was that France got next to nothing; for 
the only way in which an indemnity can 
be paid by one country to another, when 
there is no bullion to transfer, is by 
the unreciprocated export of goods and 
seryices from the debtor to the creditor. 
France tried to accomplish the impossible, 
with the inevitable result that to-day 


her finances are at sixes and sevens Í 
and her whole economy is out of gear. 


The Dawes scheme, if it is given a chance, 
will remedy this condition of affairs to a 
certain extent, but a tariff war between 
France and Germany would ruin every- 
thing. Such a calamity must be avoided at 
all costs, and every day the need for a 
triangular trade agreement between 
France, Germany and Great Britain is 
becoming more evident. After all, the 
interests of Europe as a whole must be 


considered. A selfish trade policy paralysed 


Central Europe, where a number of small 
States had been indulging in an orgy of 
fiscal reprisals against one another, and 
only when the Little Entente decided that 
co-operation was its only hope did matters 
begin to improve. France, Germany and 
Britain can wage economic war against 
one another in the same way, in which 
event Europe's doom will be sealed. The 
wiser way is to take example from the 
little States and to arrange their economic 
relations in such a manner as not only to 
ensure the success of the Dawes scheme, 
but also to establish a measure of inter- 


national co-operation in Europe. 


The Burtonport Accident. 

All Ireland has been grieved deeply by 
the news of the terrible railway accident 
in Donegal. Last Friday night, while, the 
train from Letterkenny to Burtonport was

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THE TRAFFIC IN 
F oOx SKINS. 


SUGGESTED REMEDIES. 
SIAM e TR tent 


In preceding articles it has been shown 
that the destruction of foxes, evidently by 
“* poachers ” who sell the skins, is inter- 
fering with the sport of fox-hunting all 
over the South and Midlands of Ireland, 


‘and that the value of fox-hunting to the 


country, through the personal expenditure 
of hunting people, the upkeep of the Hunts 
and the country,“ and the uscfviness to 
our hyise-breeding industry, is such that 
suggestions for stopping the practice 
described should receive the careful atten- 
tion of all citizens of the Free State. 

The skins, it appears, are brought to the 
nearest town, and traders there sell them to 
dealé.:, who either travel the towns or 
advertise. ‘lhese dealers are connected, as a 
rule, with London firms, and the skins are 
put into fur clothes. 


SKINS FOR SALE. 

Existing game laws are inapplicable for the 
prevention of “ poaching “” in the case oí: 
kes, dnd the best means to take first seems 
to be to stop the traffic in the skins. The 
motive for destruction would then have been 
taken away; for the theory that foxes are 
killed by farmers, who resent attacks on 
their poultry, is not supported by opinion in 
the Hunt countries. ‘The {Hunts have 
funds from which they compensate farmers 
for the toss of fowl, and the arrangements 
in this connection are satisfactory to the local 
people, who are only anxious to see hunting 
continued. 

Here may be quoted a letter received from 
a South country Hunt officer :— 

“This year, and last, fox skins have been 
exhibited for sale . tradesmen's windows 
in at least two of our local towns. 
spoke to a local trader the other day, in 
whose window two skins had recently been 
displayed. 1 told him the harm that was 
being done to the country by the purchase of 
these skins. He said that they had come 
from the mountains south of the River Suir, 
where hunting would bo impossible. O1 
course, he was unable to substantiate this. 
Anyone taking him a fox skin might tell him 
that story, whereas th; fox might have been 
killed in the heart of our hunting country— 
which had, to my knowledge, happened on 
at least two or three occasions. He then 
said that it might be done by men whose 
fowl had been destroyed by the fox, but I 
told him that all Hunts paid large sums in 
compensation to people for fowl. . . . In the 
= ha promised that he would buy no more 

"ns, 


OFFERS FROM LONDON FIRMS. 

This same gentleman went personally to the 
local newspaper offices and asked them to omit 
any veference to fox skins in their advertise- 
ments for rabbit and other skins. He believes 
that they will comply with his request. An 
advertisement offering immediate cash for fox 
skins sent to a London dealer appears occa- 
sionally in some newspapers, but other news- 
papers have already a rule against the inser- 
tion of advertisements relating to the traffic. 
From that example the lesson is that some- 
thing may be done by the personal influence 
locally of Hunt officers. These gentlemen, 
apart from their social standing in the neigh- 
bourhood, have the handling of funds which 
are disbursed locally, and their representa- 
tions must carry weight. 

We pass to suggestions by Masters of Hunts 
who have written on this subject. 
Captain M. L. Larkin, D.S.0., Master of 
the Wexford Hunt, writes as follows 

“To my mind, the first person to be dealt 
with is the man who advertises for and buys 
he fox skin: in most cases a man of foreign 
eXtraction, with no consideration for the wel- 
fare of Ireland. If these advertisements cease 
to be published, the local poachers would not 
find it so easy to dispose of fox skins. These 
men, I fear, are of a class to whom public 
opinion makes no difference. I am very glad 
to know that some move is being made in the 
mater. 


LEGISLATION NECESSARY. 

Captain A. S. Godfree, Master of the Island 
Hunt, writes: — It is very hard to Zange a 
remedy for this deplorable state of affairs, 
and I fear that nothing can be done unless 
the sale of native fox 15 is prohibited by 
law, which would have to be enforced by the 
authorities without reference to, or prompting 
by, the M.F.H., who already has too much 
tesponsibility on his hands 

Major Dermot McCalmont, Master of the 
Kilkenny Hunt :—' The only way in which to 
check this wholesale and exceedingly foolish 
destruction of foxes is for legislation to be 
passed making the sale and capture of fox- 
skins illegal in the Free State. Such legisla- 
tion would in no way prevent farmers from 
destroying a fox who was causing damage to 
his property, should he wish to do so. On the 
other hand, it would quickly sto poachers 
and other thoughtless people from digging out 
and killing a fox merely in order to sell his 
skin for a few shillings in the nearest town.'' 


SIX POINTS. 

Colonel D. Seckham, Honorary Secretary of 
the United H. C., an old-established Hunt in 
County Cork, sends us a thoughtful letter on 
this subject. He says: 

“Undoubtedly the best ways to prevent 
these unhealthy practices are 
(1) Popular opinion; 

(2) A combine of all sportswomen not to 
wear fox furs;

With reference to Colonel Seckham's sug- 
gestion as to propaganda, it is learned that 
a suggestion was put forward to the Masters 
of Foxhounds Association last vear that sums 
should be collected from the Hunts for the 
purpose of financing an advertising campaign, 
but at the time the suggestion was not taken 


SENATE COULD HELP. 

If legislation is found to be required. the 
bill might well be introduced in the Senate, 
where as vet little ‘legislation has been 
initiated. The Scnate would be well qualified 
to put the measure into good shape ; 
but, site any law dealing with 
the matter would require to be ad- 
ministered by Government authorities, the 
co-operation of the Government in regard to 
the proposals would be necessary, and the bill 
would have to be introduced as a Government 
measure.
